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FIREWORKS CASE 
‘EVIDENCE’ BLOWS 
UP IN CITY HALL 


Fire, which originated in a suitcase 
full of fireworks on the second floor 
of the Criminal court building last 
night, destroyed the state's evidence 
in the Singer-Schaffer Fireworks com- 
pany case, caused sudden adjournment 
of a night session of the Mader mur- 
der trial, and partially wrecked an 
office occupied by four assistant state’s 
attorneys. 

Excitement was added to that al- 
ready aroused by flaring rockets and 
exploding torpedoes by the fact that 
four sticks of dynamite, evidence in 
the Mader case, were in an adjoining 
office. Attorney Frank Comerford, 
counsel for the Mader defense, was 
making his closing argument on the 
floor above when the explosions start- 
ed. There goes the state’s case,“ he 
cried as the spéctatofs began to scram- 
ble from the courtroom. 

The flames practically were extin- 
guished by ‘Officers George ‘Oakey and 
Charles Johnson before firemen ar- 
rived. It was found that the suitcase 
had been placed next to a radiator. 
Four defendants in the fireworks case 
were owners of the company at 1427 
South Halsted street, where an explo- 
sion in March, 1921, cost the lives of 


six persons.

Gen. Weygand’s report recommend, 
ing an eighteen mile neutral zone on 
each side of the Turkish frontier was 
adopted, but the committee’s sugges- 
tion for guarantees in case of violation 
was shelved temporarily. This action 
was taken because the British are de- 
manding a similar zone on the Asiatic 
side of the Dardanelles and also around 
the Bosporus, including Constanti- 
nople, and the question of guaranteeing 
all zones will be considered as a whole. 

Lord Curzon’s plan provides for a 
treaty between the powers assuring 
military protection of these zones, 
Adoption of such plans would give the 
British perpetual domination of the 
straits and the Bosporus, because 
British naval squadrons would then 
be able to patrol the highway without 
the slightest danger of attacks from 
Neither the French nor 
Italian delegates are ready to commit 
their governments for such guaran- 
tees for the British, although they 
seemed willing to guarantee the 
Phraéian frontier. 


Charge Turkish Intrigue. 

Bulgaria’s about face is charged to 

Turkish Imtrigue in promising the 
Sofla government an autonomous cor- 
ridor and also-to Bulgaria’s Slav 
brothers, the Bolsheviks. Both prom- 
ised to make Bulgaria a full fledged 
member of a three cornered agreement 
on the near east. 
The Turks are pleased at the Bul- 
garians kicking over the traces. They 
insist the Angora national assembly 
will be able to negotiate its own affairs 
with its neighbors and other states if 
the big powers confine themselves to 
making peace between Greece and Tur- 
key as originally intended.

Premier Stamboulisky revealed to 
Tue TriBUN®S that free port facilities 
and railway right of way to Dedea- 
gatch”’ mean nothing. 

Bulgaria can only develop foreign 
commerce through its own territory 
and its own ports, and not through a 
port where it is merely tolerated,” he 
said.

Start Federal Suits Against 
Army Camp Contractors 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 24.—Civil 


suits to recover more than $20,000,000, 
alleged by the government to have 
been fraudulently expended in the con- 
struction of Camps Upton, Jackson, 
Sherman, and Funston, were instituted 


today by the department of justice 
against the contractors ‘who were in 
charge of each project. 

The suits were said in official cir- 
cles to be the initial step in a campaign 
against wartime contractors who are 
suspected, on the basis of auditors’ re- 
ports, to have gone beyond the intent 
and purpose of the authority given 
them by federal departments. ’ 

Additional actions are in prospect, it 
was said at the department of justice, 
as soon as complete reports have”been 

made by the special force of auditors. 
Whether criminal action would be 
taken in any case, it was said, would 
depend upon the results of the civil 
suits. 

Total Mounts High. 


Unofficial estimates place the total 
which might be expected to be re-

Great changes take place gradually. 
Generally the public, busy with its own 
personal affairs, is unconscious of | 
these changes until some chapter ends 
in a series of drams tie events and 
forces them upon their attentions.

The king and queen rode to parliament in a gilt 
coach. George V. entered the chamber of the house 
of lords as Henry VIII. might have done, wit 
heralds, equerrys, and the great officers of state, 
the earl marquis of the garter, the lord great cham- 
berlain, and the Marquis of Salisbury carrying 
the great sword of state.

PATRIOTISM IN PEACE.

A popular gift of so great a sum to government 
sounds beyond reason or possibility, but we believe 
it is not impossible. The FaScisti now form the 
one government in the world which is applying 
the principles of patriotism, such as have always 
been reserved for war, to the equally pressing prob- 
lems of peace. They hdve worked up a sentiment 
of patriotism and nationalism such as has never 
been known to develop except under the spur of 
war. In such a situation all normal limitations 
are swept aside. Nothing seems impossible. 

We in America, and the peoples of all other 
civilized countries, have been Accustomed all our 
lives to hearing and reading that peace hag its 
problems no less than war. We have been in- 
structed from childhood that patriotism is one of 
the highest attributes of the human race, and that 
true patriotiem must be as ready to sacrifice ‘for 
tHe nation in peace as in war. Most of us believe 
it The great middle class of the world is firm in 
its adberence to the theory. Our weak point is 
that in time of peace, when we do not see ourselves 
and our country m any immediate danger, we are 
inclined to look upon it chiefly as a theory instead 
of a fact.

TAXATION IN THE NEW 
CONSTITUTION. 


‘Probably nothing of more direct ‘terest to voters 
than the artigle on revenue can be found in the 
proposed new constitution. It will touch our pocket- 
books. Many persons, doubtless, will accept or 
reject the constitution largely on this issue. * 
Will it mean lower taxes, higher taxes, or more 
equitable taxes? Would a majority of voters prefer 
to pay a just proportion of the total taxes, and 
have their neighbors do so, or would they prefer 
to take chances on dodging taxation, and have 
business and real property unjustly burdened? 
The sum total of taxation will remain, as it is 
now, dependent upon the efficiency and honesty of 
state and loca] governments, which appropriate and 
spend public moneys. The new constitution, how- 
ever, would open the way to more equitable distribu- 
tion of assessments and taxation. Some who have 
been dodging taxes may be forced or induced to pay, 
and others, who have been paying, may have their 
burden correspondingly lightened. It follows that 
in event of real need for more revenue such rev- 
enue could be obtained without such disturbance 
as would result from an increase in the tax rate 
under the present system. 
That, we believe, will be an improvement. It 
will tend to make taxpayers of a greater number 
of citizens, and so impress them with a more direct 
interest in good government. The provisions de- 
signed to bring about that condition may be found 
in sections 142, 143, 144, 145, article VII., of the 
new constitution. 
The first section (142) marks the greatest de- 
parture from the present constitution. It provides 
for taxation of the income from intangible property, 
uch as stocks, bonds, and mortgages. The present 
arrangement of a tax on valuation is not done 
away with, but this substitute is authorized. There 
is a reasonable question as to whether an income 
tax on intangibles can be collected with any more 
certainty than a valuation tax on intangibles. 
It may not work out to stop tax dodging, but we 
believe it will reduce the evil. In any event it 
appears to be just. Taxes must be paid from in- 
come; why not ‘on income, which measures the 
ability to pay? } 
At present Illinois tax laws are notoriously bad, 
and inelastic. In so far as it promises to relieve 
that situation the new constitution must be an 
improvement. 
Although provisions for taxation either on valua- 
tion or income would appear to equalize the bur- 
dens, the authorization (section 143) of a general 
tax upon all incomes meets opposition which can- 
not apply to the proposed tax on incomes from 
intangibles. It seems fair that there should be 
discrimination between earned and unearned in- 
comes, 1. e., between wages, salaries, commercial 
profits, on the one hand, and dividends or interest 
on stocks and bonds on the other. The general 
income tax would recognize no such difference. It 
also seems fair that there should be discrimination 
between gross and net income. The wage earner, 
for instance, is taxed upon his entire income above 
a small exernmption, although he must pay for rent, 
heat, and food out of that income. The farmer, on 
the othet hand, gets his house, heat, and most of 
nis food before his income is figured for taxation. 
That is not just. Another danger point in this seo 
tion is that which allows the general income tax 
revenue to be apportioned to the state, and, through 
other sections of the constitution, allows it to be 
used for farm loans, etc. 
Inasmuch as provision is made for deductions 
to compensate for taxes paid on property from 
which the taxed income is derived, injustice can be 
reduced, if not eliminated. Will it? That lies with 
our elected authorities. The constitution merely 


‘gives the legislature authority for such taxation. 


It is not mandatory. If injustice develops the 
enacting law may be altered. Under the present 


for change. 

On the subjects of taxation of real property and 
of visible personal property by valuation the pro- 
visions are much thé same as at present. They 
are not emphatically either better or worse. They 
contain much of compromise, which ts inevitable. 
Mr. Colin Fyffe. opposing the new constitution in 


would reduce the need for taxes on real estate 
Also, in some circumstances, taxes on unimproved 
realty may be of good effect. There appear few 
good reasons, except private and personal ones, 
why an owner should escape taxes on a vacant lot 
for years while the unearned increment due to 
development on surrounding property is piling up. 
He should build, and do his part toward the making 
of a prosperous community. 

On whole we conclude that the revenue pro 
visions. the new constitution are an improve 
ment over the old. They place great responsibility 
and opportunity for constructive service on the 
legislature, but they open the way to correct some 
of the most flagrant evils of our present inflexible 
and unfair system of taxation.

“The new constitution precludes a 
conference committee of both houses 
of the legislature from reporting on 
subjects not referred to them. As an 
example of the evil which exists under 
the present rule, the last legislature 
spent approximately $171,000,000. Of 
this amount, $160,000,000 was added to 
the appropriation omnibus bill in the 
conference committee at the eleventh

WILD GAME IS 
NOW IN ALASKA 


But New Laws Needed to 
Keep It So. 


BY BOB BECKER. 
{ARTICLE 11.) 
Wild life still abounds in Alaska. 


Game is not being slaughtered ruthless- 
ly. The territory is the last American

trontier where big herds of game ani- 


mals can be seen. In the United States 
the bison herds have been extermi- 
nated, a scant 52,000 elk are all that 
remain of the many thousand that once 
roamed the western country. The an- 
telope are going fast. 

Alaska is the big game region of to- 
day. There woodland and barren 
ground caribou move across the coun- 
try by the thousands. Big herds of the 
latter species invade the interior towns 
in their migrations, making it possible 
for residents to sit on their back 
porches and kill these animals with 
ease. Alaska is also the home of the big 
brown bear. Black bears are numerous. 
Moose are plentiful. In some regions 
mountain sheep and goats can be seen 
in goodly numbers. While most spe 
cies of game are either holding their 
own or increasing, others, like the deer, 
are decreasing. But the question is, 
what is the government going to do to 
keep Alaska the big game paradise of 


America? 


Must Enforce Game Laws. 

Continued protection and conserva- 
tion are needed to keep Alaska’s game 
resources from being seriously depleted. 
More adequate means of enforcing the 
game laws are also of the utmost im- 
portance. At present the game laws of 
the territory are more or less of a joke. 
The hunter who visits the territory 
finds this out, the residents know it, 
and even the governor admits it. When 
certain phases of the game laws are 
not suitable for the conditions in the 
territory and are ignored it tends to 
put all regulations in disrepute. The 
protection of the brown bear is an ex- 
ample. This member of the Ursus tribe 
is not liked by Alaskans. They con- 
sider him a pest, a nuisance, and a foe 
of every prospector, timber cruiser, or 
other outdoor worker. As a result 
everybody shoots brown bear whenever 
they can, although the law says you 
cannot do so except during a certain 
season. Protection that does not pro- 
tect, a law that is laughed at, tends to 
bring all game laws in disrepute. Such 
is the situation in Alaska today. 

Confusion “in Enforcement.” 

The fact that one federal bureau 
issues regulations regarding the open 
and closed seasons and to another is 
given the task of enforcing the laws 
tends to make for -confusion in the 
administration of the game resources 
of Alaska. The department of the in- 
terior, through the governor of Alaska, 
has charge of the enforcement of the 
laws, but changes in them, regulations 
governing the open and closed seasons, 
come through the department of agri- 
culture. The former is a gigantic task 


even if the department had money 
. enough for it. But the appropriation is 


so inadequate that the small force of 
game wardens can only make a pre- 
tense of watching the whole territory. 


Oly Eleven Game Wardens. 


Alaska contains 600,000 square miles 
much of which is wild country. It has 
a coastal area approximating 30,000 
miles of navigable waterways. Eleven 
game wardens and a few biologica) sur- 
vey agents are supposed to cover this 
great territory which is obviously im- 
possible. 

Gov. Scott C. Bone sums up the 
present situation like this: 

“With the wholly inadequate, not to 
say, absurd facilities provided for the 
enforcement of the game laws and the 
preservation of wild life, it is quite 
obvious that it is impossible to enforce 
existing game laws or any revised 
law.” 

The biological survey should have 
charge of Alaska’s game resources, 
according to v. Bone .

SAYS 5 COLORED 
MEN FIGURE IN 
LIBERIAN LOAN 


To Get $650,000 of It, 


Senator Declares. 

[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. | 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 24.—([Spe- 
cial.}—Charges were made in the sen- 
ate today by Senator Harrison [Miss.], 
Democrat, that five colored men prom- 
inently identified with the Republican 
party would receive a commission. of 


$650,000 from the Liberian government 
as soon as congress passes the admin- 
istration bill for a $5,000,000 loan td 
Liberia. 

He named the five men as follows: 
William H. Lewis, Boston, assistant to 
attorney general in the Taft adminis- 
tration; Emmet J. Scott, secretary and 
treasurer of Howard university, Wash- 
ington, prominently connepted with 
Gen. Leonard Wood's primary cam- 
paign in 1920; James A. Cobb, Wash- 
ington, former assistant district attor- 
ney; Rev. Ernest Lyon, Baltimore, for- 
mer minister to Liberia, and William 
L. Houston, Washington, recently ap- 
pointed to the Washington board of 
education by President Harding. 


Passage of Bill Endangered. 

These charges, following upon Sen- 
ator Borah’s assertion that a large 
portion of the loan would go into the 
pockets of New York speculators who 
bought up Liberian obligation at 10 
cents on the dollar, have placed the fate 
of the bill in jeopardy. An agreement 
was entered into today to vote on the 
measure Monday. Before the final roll 
call is taken, however, the senate will 
vote on a motion made by Senator Sim- 
mons LIN. C. J. Democrat, recommitting 
the bill with instructions to strike out 
all except the Borah amendment, al- 
ready adopted, providing $20,000,000 
for reclamation in the United States, 
and the Harrison amendment, adopted 
today, appropriating $170,000 for the 
employment of thirty-five additional 
inspectors to enforce the locomotive in- 
spection law. 


Liberia’s Part in War. 


The senate was thrown into much 
merriment by a speech of Senator Nor- 


satirically extolled the part played by 
Liberia in the world war. Recalling 
that the loan was pledged by the Wil- 
son administration to induce Liberia 
to come into the war, he said: 
“When Liberia declared war the 
kaiser turned from a dark brunette to 
a pale blonde. His hair stood on end 
and his mustache straightened out. 
Rich and poor alike rejoiced. The 
shepherd in the hills, with heart full 
of rejoicing, turned his face to the 
rising sun and cried aloud: ‘ The world 
is made safe for democracy; Liberia has 
entered the war.“ 


Girl Who Took Poison in 
Loop Store Out of Danger 


Miss Rose Wildhage, 28 years old, 
of Glen View, who took poison in a 
loop store Thursday afternoon, was 
reported out of danger at St. Luke’s 
hospital last night. The young woman 
refused to say why she attempted to 
end her life.

Overture; “A Midsummer Night's 
Dream,“ according to Mendelssohn in 
the Overture, and two bits of inciden- 
tal music: Richard Strauss Mac- 
beth'; Berlioz’ reactions as pressed 
in the King Lear Overture, and one 
movement from his Romeo and 
Juliet Symphony; and Tschajkow- 
sky's “ Romeo and Juliet.”

The plan exhibited both strength and 
weakness: strength because of a group 
of music tied together by a new bond 
of interest; weakness because compos- 
ers in writing program music some 
times allow the program to predomi- 
nate over the music. Mendelssohn’s 
music, composed a long time ago, 
travels on from year to year, sounding 
as fresh and vital as ever, not from 
its being illustrative of “A Midsum- 
mer’s Night Dream,” but from its 
being music; the Tschaikowsky Over- 
ture-Fantasia would perhaps be 50 per 
cent better if it were five minutes 
shorter, but it has vitality in spite of 
the handicap. The Strauss piece, on 
the other hand, may be perfectly good 
Macbeth,“ but it is uncommonly bad 
Strauss, Strauss at his worst, with all 
the Sfrauss mannerisms and noise, and 
without the mountainous Strauss im- 
pressiveness. f

It was strange, too, to observe the 
resemblance in reactions between dif- 
ferent composers, a resemblance that 
one would not notice unless confronted 
with a chance to compare the music. 
Berlioz, when he wrote “ King Lear,” 
must have felt about it much as 
Strauss did when he wrote “ Macbeth,” 
and there was the same likeness of 
feeling between Berlioz in “ Queen 
Mab,” and Mendelssohn in his scherzo. 
The melodies were different; their 
treatment was different; yet there was 
a striking resemblance of manner. 
There was no soloist in this concert; 
one was hardly necessary. Mr. Stock 
and his men projected enough good 
music, good playing, and incidental in- 
terest to compensate for anything that 
a soloist could have done.

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TRIBUNE COOK BOOK 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
Cranberry Cookery. 


It is a good plan to practice up now 
on cranberry Bokery. Cranberries, 
especially for jelly, are best if cooked 
in small quantities. Cranberries are 
most palatable, brilliant of color, 
safest to eat if cooked in the shortest 
time possible. They should not any 
more be boiled long enough to bring out 
their medically objectionable quality 
than tea should. A quart or pound of 
cranberries can be cooked in five min 
utes, and should not be cooked for 
many minutes longer. 

Formula: One quart or pound of 
cranberries. one cup of boiling water.

two cups of sugar. Pick over and 
wash fruit Put in saucepan, pour 
over cup of boiling water, put over 
good fire. Poor or wilted berries in- 
stantly rise to the top, and may be 
removed. The others commence to 
pop open in one minute and by five 
they are likely to be all cooked. If 
cooked twenty minutes, as some 
recipes direct, they are likely to be 
dark and bitter and muddy. 

You may strain out the part that 
will not be digested any way, but it 
is good digestive roughage, probably. 
Add sugar as per formula or to taste. 
This will set in a mold when cold, but 
it is necessary to be sure that the 
sugar has been dissolved perfectly in 
stirring it tn.
